The construction by the federal government of a post road through Geor- 
gia trom Chattanooga to the sea 1s a suggested project which must commend 
itself from historical, progressive and commercial standpoints. 

Here is opportunity for an improved and paved highway which will not 
only mark the most memorable and noteworthy march of the civil war, but 
will connect important military posts and supply road service to one of the 
most progressive agricultural and commercial sections of the entire south. ~ 

Hon. Gordon Lee, congressman from the seventh district, predicts . the 
ultimate construction of such a government post road through Georgia, in 
connection with which he calls attention to the plank in the democratic plat- 
form promising government aid inthe construction of roads of this class in 
all the states. 


The federal government already has an ample and substantial beginning 
tor a road of this class in its fifty miles of splendidly paved highway in 
Walker and Catoosa counties, extending from Chattanooga through Chicka- 
mMauga park and the surrounding territory. 

In all the history of the civil war there is no event.of the conflict that 
occupies more prominent and important place than the incidents connected 
with Sherman’s march through Georgia, characterized on the one side by 
destruction through overwhelming force of every opposing obstacle, and on 
the other by General Johnston’s masterly tactical resistance, unsurpassed 
Since the days of rabius. 

No engagement of the struggle was more bitterly or determinedly fought 
on either side; there was no coup of battle that meant more in the final 
result; there was never an invasion more gallantly or stubbornly opposed 
than this in which Johnston and Hood were finally overcome by sheer force 
of numbers. 

Why not a spiendidly built government road marking the line of this 
memorable conflict the length of the state from the mountains to the sea? 

It would be a monument to history in which would be commemorated the 
valor of Americans; and not a tribute to victory or a reminder of defeat. 

History furnishes every reason, not only for government activity in the 
construction of such a road, but as well for co-operation by the state and 
by those counties to whose valuable development it would so greatly con- 
tribute. 

Governments of the world have frequently marked their great military 
pathways by substantial and lasting roads. Napoleon’s march across the 
Alps to Italy is so commemorated by the Simplon Pass roadway. 

The United States could not begin better than upon this route through 
Georgia, marking the pathway of a world-famed campaign and connecting its 
most important southern military posts. 

There is a growing demand for government aid and participation in good 
roads building. In connection with the United States department of agri- 
culture, a good roads bureau has been established and experts are kept busy 
With demonstration work and spreading bulletin information. 

Soon this demand is going to crystallize into congressional appropriation 
and every state will be clamoring fos participation. 

Georgians should get back of this proposition and make it a movement 
that will demand early favorable consideration.

last summer, when the Cleveland Electric Railway, controlling most of 
the city’s street railway lines, sought a renewal of its franchise, it rejected 
overtures from the city for the inauguration of 3-cent fares and universal 
transfers. 

The Forest City Railway Company, fostered by the city, began the opera- 
tion of cars over a few lines at the 3-cent rate. They agreed: to take over all 
existing lines upon the conditions laid down by the city, if given the fran- 
chise. = 

Briefly, the upshot was the consolidation of all the properties and their 


lease to an operating company known as the Municipal Traction Company. 


The new company encountered various perplexing difficulties. It had 
obligated itself to give 3-cent fares and also to pay annually a 6 per cent 
dividend upon $30,000,000 of stock. 

The people speedily found that the concomitant of reduced fares was an 
impaired service. The street railway employees learned that it meant low 
wages. | 

The plan, inaugurated amid general rejoicing, soon came in for vigorous 
criticism. Finally the street railway men resorted to strikes and later in- 
voked the initiative and referendum Jaw of the state. The franchise grant 
to the company was referred to the people, and on Thursday defeated at 
the polls.

So the failure of the scheme inaugurated in Cleveland was not due to 
lack of knowledge of the problems involved. 

The defeat of the “3-cent fare’ franchise at the polls on Thursday is 
not necessarily decisive. The council may grant a new franchise to the 
Municipal Traction Company. 

The public dissatisfaction with conditions, thus plainly expressed, will, 
however, prove a serious backset to the further progress of railway 
municipal ownership idea. 

Another lesson of the experiment is that while public officials must zeal- 
ously defend the rights of the people in the granting of franchises to public 
utility corporations, the rights of these companies to protection and reason- 
able profits must not be overlooked. 
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A NEGRO’S PRAISEWORTHY ACT. 

John Broadnax, the DeKalb county negro who directed the officers of 
the law to the hiding place of a murderer of his own race, has given an 
example of obedience to law which should inspire every negro in the south 
with a desire for emulation. , 

Whether intimidated by fear, or through devotion to a perverted sense 
of racial loyalty, negroes too often harbor their criminals. 

They have thus brought upon their race the opprobrium of being consti- 
tutional violators ot the law. The man who harbors an offender, gives him 
encouragement or support, or shields him from punishment, is a participant 
in his crime. 

The violator of the law, be he black or white, should be given up to 
justice. The courts are constituted to deal with his case. The laws made 
to punish him are also for the protection of the life and property of inno- 
cent, law-abiding people of every race and color. 

The impulse toward shielding criminals and hiding them from the aveng- 
ing nemesis of the law is not a characteristic of the white race. Too many 
instances have proven that it is a defect of the black race. 

The example of John Broadnax, who hastened from his home to notify 
the officials of DeKalb that a black desperado had sought its shelter, is 
worthy of all praise. This humble negro probably never thought to attract 
the attention of the state. He has done so by his display of the quality that 
makes good citizens. 

The attitude of a large body of the negroes around Lithonia, following 
the brutal double murder of last Sunday, has been most commendable. In 
aiding in the search for the red-handed desperado, they have distinguished 
themselves among the members of their race. 

In the schools and from the pulpits of hegro churches the lesson should 
be continually taught that to defend a criminal is to share in his crime; to 
deliver him up to punishment is the duty of all who have it in their. power 
to do so. i 

_ By this means the black race will escape the stigma which has too long 
rested upon “them. They will win the valuable confidence of their white 
neighbors. They will be doing a work of self-preservation in removing from 
their midst the dangerous and crimnal elements among their own people. 

It may often require courage to openly opposé vicious desperadoes, but 
it is the courage that inspires heroes on the battlefield. It is the price of 
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peace and the maintenance of Jaw and order. 
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_ The inculcation of such an ideal will be the salvation of the negro race.

Quickly a posse was formed and 
rushed to the cabin. As the posse came 
up the negro Mitchell appeared in the 
door with a revolver and opened fire. 

J. D. Argo, 55 years of age, and father 
of one of the victims of the negro, 
barely escaped death from one of the 
bullets of the barricaded desperado. 

‘“‘Doc”” Rogers, a stone cutter, was 
| standing near, and quickly fired. Like 
la flash the negro fell. The bullet 
' pierced the negro’s heart. 

The killing of the negro came as the 
| result of the cooperation of the negroes 
|} Of the district who deplored the trag- 
beved nearly as much as did the white 
people. The negroes have been On the 
lookout for Mitchell since the day of 
the killing and have been doing every- 
thing in their power to apprehend him. 

Broadnax lost no time in telling of 
Mitchell's whereabouts when he saw 
him come to his cabin. He slipped out 
of a rear door and went immediately 
to the officers tn Lithonia and told 
them that the negro murderer could 
be captured if a posse went immedi- 
ately to his cabin. 

Posses with bloodhounds have been 
in constant pursuit of the negro since 
last Sunday morning when the crime 
was ,committed. 

Story of the Crime. 


Mitchell shot and killed Bailiff T. 8S. 
Peake and Deputy C. J. Argo and 
wounded Deputy Sheriff Elliott last 
/Sundey morning while the three of- 
ficers were attempting to arrest him. 
They carrieqg a warrant charging the 
negro with assault with intent to mur- 
der George W. Brooke, whom the black 
attacked Saturday afternoon, as the 
result of a trivial dispute. Mr. Brooke, 
with his arm in bandages, went with 
the officers to identify the negro. 

The officers found two negro men 
lying on the floor and two negro 
women standing near. When Deputy 
Sheriff Elliott took hold of the negro 
Mitchell, the latter tried to - break 
away, finally throwing the deputy 
sheriff to the floor. 

A shot soon rang out ang Argo was 
seen to fall. Argo, although wounded, 
seized the negro and allowed Deputy 
Sheriff Elliott to gain his feet. The lat- 
ter then beat the negro over the head 
with a pair of handcuffs. 

At this juncture Mr. Peake took hold 
of the negro, but the latter jerked 
away from him and pointed his pistol. 
As Mr. Peake turned to get out of the 
Way the negro shot him in the back, 
the shot proving fatal. 

After killing Mr. Peake, the negro 
turned his attention to the deputy 
eheriff and there was an exchange of 
shots. The negro then seized the right 
ear of the deputy sheriff in his mouth 
and bit it off. 

The deputy sheriff, during the scuf- 
fle, managed to get hold of the pistol 
and shot the negro in the mouth. The 
negro then dasheq away, after taking 
a pistol from Mr. Peake’s body. 

Deputy Sheriff Elliott gave the alarm 
@s s00n as he was able to make his 
way to the nearest house, and within 
a few minutes @ posse and dogs were 
secured.

Murder Yesterday 


THEY KILLED SEVEN PEOPLE 


Story of the Sensational Killing of 
Policeman Cambias at New Or-~ 
lcans, for Which Two Ne- 
gZroes Paid the Death 
Penalty. 


New Orleans, October 23.—Today was 
known as ‘hangman's day” in Louisiana, 
Owing to the hanging of five negroes 
for murder. The taking of seven lives 
constituted the sum total of crimes for 
which this quintet paid tne death pen- 
alty. 

Robert Hall, hanged in Plaquemine 
parish, killed two members of his own 
race, Ernest Montgomery, hanged in 
Vermillion parish, killed three negroes, 


and Edward Ayles, hanged in Rapides 
parish, murdered one, nis wife. 

The remaining two negroes killed a 
white man, Policeman Robert Cam bias, 
in New Orleans, where they were hang- 
ed. These negroes, Edward Honore and 
Jacques Pierre, belonged to the self- 
Styled “Council of God” sect of negro 
fanatics of this city, and they attacked 
Policeman Cambiag for attempting to 


quell a disturbance at one of the meet- 
ings of the sect. 


Killing of Cambias. 


The killing of Policeman Cambias oc- 
curred during a sensational negro out- 
break a year ago. At a meeting of tae 

“Council of God” sect, a disorderly 
crowd collected on the meeting door- 
step. Canpsbias, patrolman on the beat. 
forced his way to the door, and while 
he was trying to obtain order, revolver 
in hand, some one drew-a razor across 
his neck. He sank, fainting to the side- 
walk and pandemonium boke loose. Ne- 
groes barricaded themselves in the house 
and began shooting. Police reserves 
and a militia company were ordered 
out. Hundreds of armed men and boys 
laid siege to tae house, but before the 


Cambias lay helpless beneath the bul- 
lets from the negroes, his would-be res- 
cuers being held back until it was too 
late to gave his life. The mob forced 
tne surrender of the meeting house by 
burning out the occupants. Rushing 
from the front door in a sifigle file, with 
hands up, several of the negroes were 
shot down and two later died from their 
wounds. 
Claimed He Was Prophet.

CROSS CURRENTS. 
IN MOVEMENT 


Stocks Were Unseltled and 
Confused, 


Harriman Pacifies, St. Paul and the 
Two Hill Stocks in the Move- 
ment—Decline and Weak- 
mess at the Close, 


New York, October 23.—There were 
many cross currents in the movements 
of stock quotations today, but none of 
them was very wide. The tone was 
unsettled and confused in consequence. 
The dominant influence in determining 
the attitude of the professional traders 
toward the market was the action of 
the handful of prominent stocks which 
have been the leaders of the market 
throughout the summer.
